Shipping at Galveston Is j Thousand Bluecoats Go Out 
Little Damaged.

When Pontotoc County’s promis­ 
ing crops ars harvested, the entire 
county will be ready to launch into 
a new era of general prosperity and 
relieved financial feeling, according 
to views expressed today by lead­ 
ing bankers of Ada. 
Bumper crops, such as ai*^ ex­ 
pected to be reaped in practically 
all parts of the 
county, 
coupled 
with 
the 
contemplated 
loan 
of 
$50,000,000 to cattle raisers, will 
assure a period of no small re­ 
laxation in financial affairs of the 
community, those who are closest 
in touch with the money market 
agree. 
At no time during the recent 
period of "widespread depression” 
have local banks b€jen 
as 
hard 
pushed as have banks 
in 
other 
towns of th© state, it is belieevd. 
Although there has been a percep­ 
tible tightening, of all money mat­ 
ters, to the total exclusion o? spec­ 
ulation, wild investments, and “good 
natured’’ 
loans, 
still 
no 
farmers 
of this county have been denied 
loans to finance their crops, bankers 
stated. 
This has prevented finances 
of the county from getting into such 
a pinch that no money would be 
available, it was pointed out. 
Confidence Needed 
"Confidence! 
That 
is 
exactly 
what wcj need. 
There is as much 
money in the world now as there 
was when times were at their best,” 
P. S. Case .of the Merchants and 
Planters bank, declared. "The banks 
ate not ‘busted’ and arq not going 
to be as long as they have the 
confidence of the public. 
Our pres­ 
ent ^ agitation about financial de­ 
pression is dangerous to the ex­ 
treme. 
Finance^ of a country or 
a community are as good as the 
minds of people in that country or 
community believe them 
to 
be. 
When there is a waning of confi­ 
dence, finances arq stretched ana 
the lower the confidence the more 
dangerous do finances become. The 
more intelligent people know their 
grounds. It is usually the ignorant 
or uninformed man who spreads the 
scare of panics and bank failures. 
“I believe the cattlemen’s loan 
will be an absolute boon to stock- 
raisers. 
An fjasy term loan, such 
as I expect this one to be, for two 
or three years with liberal allow­ 
ance for thfj predicament of stock­ 
men 
everywhere 
will 
tide 
stock 
raisers over, give them a new grip 
on their business, and stimulate the 
industry generally," Mr. Case said. 
Farmers Uared For 
"Of course we bankers here are 
not able to say with any authority 
as to the future of finances in the 
country. All we know is about tho 
local situation—and we think most 
of that,’’ C. H. Rives, of the Okla­ 
homa Statal bank answered when 
approached on the subject. 
"But 
we are optimistic. 
We have taken 
care of all our customers on loans 
and I think I see a. bright future, 
not only for farmers but for busi­ 
ness men in general. 
Prices will 
be better when our crops are har­ 
vested. 
Deposits in local banks wifi 
grow. 
We are confident that re­ 
lief will come within thr^e or four 
months. 
All banks here are in 
better shape than in almost any 
other town in the state, due partly 
to oil developments which have put 
money into circulation and brought 
new monqy to the county. 
Oil has 
enabled many farmers to pay off 
mortgages on their land. 
"The cattle loan will give relief 
to cattle raisers. 
It will keep off 
a low market and will be th*} sal­ 
vation of prices,’’ Mr. Rives pre­ 
dicted. 
With the opening of better ex­ 
portation facilities, finances of the 
entire country will bo given nevi 
life, H. W. Wells of the Security 
State bank stated. 
"According to 
my way of thinking there must be 
some relief from the outside before 
any 
noticeable 
difference 
is 
felt 
anywhere. I am optimistic and de- 
lieve we’re due to see better things 
soon. 
Tills-bank is in good shape 
and Ada In general has been spared 
much of thq financial 
em harass­ 
ment that many towns of the state 
have felt, I am sure," Mr. Wells 
concluded. 
"Unless things we can’t foresee 
come up. I believe relief will be 
at hand shortly," P. a. Norris of 
the First National bank said. "The

Lewis and Gompers Cliques 
Fighting to Name Head 
of Federation. 


(By the Associated Press) 
DENVER, June 22.—The forces 
behind John L. Lewis, candidate for 
the presidency of the federation, to­ 
day admitted that delegates of the 
Ladies Garment Workers’ union had 
switched their votes to Mr. Gomp­ 
ers, while three delegates of the 
United Mine Workers were reported 
to have gone over to Gompers. The 
Lewis forces still claimed enough 
votes to .win, while the Gompers 
backers are equally confident that 
they will re-elect their candidate. 
While the Lewis supporters ad­ 
mitted that their own delegation 
would be split, they claimed that 
sufficient votes had been pledged 
by the metal trades and railroad 
organizations, which, together with 
the machinists and the carpenters 
and joiners, would elect their can­ 
didate. Their line-up gave approxi­ 
mately 20,000 of the 38,294 votes 
in the convention. 
The Gompers men declared that 
they were sure of at least 30,000 
votes, nearly 
ten thousand more 
than are needed to win. 
Labor leaders who were watch­ 
ing closely the vote maneuvers de­ 
clared that it might be decided one 
way or another by the 
214 
votes 
of the state centYal body, trade and 
federal labor unions and fraternal 
organizations. 
Protesting the action of the con­ 
vention in voting down the boy­ 
cott decision which they claimed 
had been drafted by "high, officials 
of the Irish republic," the boycott 
supporters contested every effort to 
bring the sympathy resolution to 
vote, without a boycott provision, 
by raising points of order and at­ 
tempting to have the entire matter 
referred back to the committee for 
reconsideration. 
The 
convention 
unanimously 
adopted a resolution urging a mod­ 
ification of the Volstead Act to per­ 
mit the manufacture and sale of 
beer. The offcers and the executive 
council 
were instructed 
to 
work 
for a change in the law and if this 
should not be successful, all unions 
would be called on to put it before 
congress. 


DENVER, 
June 
22.— After 
a 
stormy debate, the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor convention today 
disposed of the Irish question by 
adopting the resolution trimmed of 
its most drastic boycott provisions, 
expressing sympathy for the Irish 
cause. 
The Irish sympathizers attempted 
to have the convention overthrow 
the ruling made by President Sam­ 
uel Gompers wThich prevented re­ 
consideration of their proposal. 
The appeal of the boycott support­ 
ers from the ruling of President 
Gompers proved one of the stormiest 
sessions in the history of the fed­ 
eration. Cheers and 
jeers 
were 
heard as the boycotter took the 
floor and 'attacked 
Mr. Gompers, 
who had ruled out a (Motion to 
have the boycott declared added to 
the resolution expressing sympathy 
tor the Irish republic, which was 
reported favorably by the commit­ 
tee.

Jazz has lost its popularity and its sway will soon be at 
an end. 
This is the pood news that comes from the con­ 
vention of the Sheet Music Dealers Association in Chicago. 
The old melodies, stirring military marches and a few new 
sentimental lyrics are the best sellers in America today, the 
dealers report. 
It was a foregone conclusion that jazz would not last. 
It lacked the foundation necessary for stability. 
To call it 
music was a misnomer. It could be described only as rhythm- WI tat a Heap of Happiness it Would 
k noised comparable in some respects to the sounds pro­ 
duced by savages at their dances and religious ceremonies, 
but lacking the dignity which may be found even in the 
beating of tom. toms. 
The craze which 
Americans suddenly developed for 
dancing and singing to the noise of cow bells, sandpaper, 
police whistles, automobile horns and the other instruments 
which played so prominent a part in the jazz orchestra is 
one of those mysteries of modern civilization which must 
ever remain inexplicable to the music lover, although psy­ 
chologists may be able to offer an explanation. 
The tense­ 
ness of modem life, one conjectures, got on the nerves of 
the people and they sought relief by breaking loose from
